Cutbacks in 
Payments for 
Wheat Loom

tary of Agriculture Benson offer 
farmers fl smaller payment for 
paHlcipatmg in the 1958 soil bank 
program for wheat? 


This flliesUdtt was being asked 


in farm circles today after 
the 


secretary announced that the sup- 
port rate for next year's 
whoa I 


crop will average $1.'?8 a bushel 
or 22 cents less than this year. 


Heretofore, payments tinder the 


soil bank have been 
based on 


price supports. The payments are 
made to farmers toho retire land 
from production of surplus crops. 
The 1958 rates for wheat .must be 
finottheod in the near future 
be- 


cause farmers will plant i!)B8-crop 
winter wheat in the later summer 
and Jail. 


Farmers will earn an average 


of about $21 an acre for land taken 
out of wheat for tills year's crop, 
The rate is 1.20 a bushels for the 
average production of the retired 
land, 


Should the 1958 rale be cut the 


same percentage as the price sup- 
port rate, it Would be set at about 
$1 a bushel or 20 cents less limn 
this year, 


Department officials said, how- 


ever, that there is strong argu- 
ment against culling the soil bank 
rale. They 
say retention of Ihe 


present rnte would offer 
11 strong- 


er inducement for farmers to re- 
tire wheat land from 
production 


than did the same rales for this 
year's crops. Secretory 
Benson
